Bridgeport’s track team got off to a slow start when they were 
defeated in a triangular meet between St. Pete's and Birch Run. St. 
Pete's compiled a total of 661/, points; Birch Run finished second 

Traveling to 
Buena Vista to challenge the Knights, the meet turned into a runaway 
for Bridgeport when they took first place in eleven of fourteen events 
to breeze to an 81-36 conference victory.

The Bearcats changed their pace against Ithaca as they dominated 
the field and running events of the meet to tally a 98-19 victory.
